She  mentioned  that  the  transgender  community  is  not  aware  that  this  body  (HPPC)  exists.  A 
member  asked  of  any  suggestions  of  getting  the  work  out  to  this  community.  She  suggested 
outreach:  and  coming  in  contact  with  one  of  their  "community  leaders." 

■  She  also  mentioned  that  most  transgenders,  but  not  all,  are  engaged  in  sex  work/drugs. 
When  someone  is  using  drugs  or  dealing  with  other  life  issues,  interest  in  the  HPPC  becomes 
very  low  priority. 

■  She  expressed  the  need  for  interventions/services  to  go  to  where  they  are. 

■  She  mentioned  that  their  are  lots  of  language  barriers  for  both  Latinos  and  API 
transgendered  people 

■  She  expressed  that  there  are  many  complicated  issues  surrounding  hormones  and  sexual 
reassignment  surgery. 

■  A  lot  of  transgenders  do  not  work  for  agencies  because  the  money  cannot  cover  all  of  their 
need,  such  as  hormones,  surgeries,  etc. 

■  Target  areas  for  interventions  are  the  straight  bars  in  the  Excelsior  neighborhood  on  Mission 
Street,  between  21st-32nd  Streets.,  also  the  bar  called  the  End  Up. 

■  She  expressed  that  the  community  is  hurt  by  the  fact  that  when  agencies  try  to  give  services 
to  the  transgender  community,  that  crossressers/drag  queens  tend  to  receive  most  services. 
She  stated  that  the  drag  queen  community  and  the  transgender  community  is  not  the  same, 
and  that  services  should  be  specific  for  transgendered  people. 
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She  expressed  that  providers/agencies  need  to  be  educated  on  transgender  issues  so  that 

they  can  provided  better,  non-judgemental  services. 

She  stated  that  Harder  &  Co  did  a  small  focus  group  with  men  who  have  sex  with  MTF 

transgender  people,  in  which  the  men  claimed  that  they  were  always  tops  the  transgender 

women.  Carla  claimed  that  this  is  not  the  case,  she  stated  that  the  MTF  transgenders  are 

tops  100%  of  the  time.  She  stated  in  regards  to  men  who  have  sex  with  transgenders  that: 

"these  men  loved  to  be  fucked  and  they  love  to  suck  and  they  don't  want  a  gay  men  to  do 

this  with". 

She  expressed  that  there  is  a  low  incidence  of  injection  drug  use  among  MTF  transgenders, 

but  that  they  do  use  needles  for  hormones/silicone  but  rarely  to  use  street  drugs. 

Other  challenges  that  she  feels  members  of  her  community  deal  with  are:  transitional  issues, 

harassment  by  cops,  cholos  in  the  Mission,  and  that  they  are  easily  targeted. 

She  expressed  that  FTM/MTF  are  totally  different  and  cannot  be  lumped  together 

She  stated  that  there  is  stigma  within  community  if  one  is  HIV+

Al  and  the  committee  thanked  Carla  for  her  powerful  and  insightful  presentation

•  Erick  Brown  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  2:04  PM. 

Teresa  announced  that  a  party  Tuesday,  June  18th  "Latinos  en  Extasis,"  will  celebrate  the 
commencement  of  the  youth  program's  fifth  year,  and  that  they  have  received  funding  for 
an  additional  three  years. 

•  Teresa  said  they  are  looking  for  Peer  Educators  (aged  12-18)  to  work  five  hours  a  week  and 
earning  $100  per  month.  They  are  also  looking  for  a  Social  Worker  for  the  Teen  Clinic,  and 
that  the  Health  Center  is  also  hiring. 

•  Tracey  announced  that  the  Co-Chairs  want  Council  members  to  meet  at  the  AIDS  Office  on 
Thursday,  August  8  during  committee  meetings,  to  vote  on  the  Letter  of  Concurrence  with 
the  Cooperative  Agreement. 

Erick  and  Teresa  participated  in  a  pilot  program  of  the  Institute  for  HIV  Prevention  & 

Leadership,  associated  with  the  CDC.   Its  purpose  to  help  establish  leadership  in  CBOs.  The 

University  of  South  Carolina  designed  the  course  work.   Both  Erick  and  Teresa  found  it 

practical  and  useful. 

Eileen  passed  around  forms  regarding  Core  Objectives  to  Members  who  had  not  previously 

responded.

4.    Report  from  Steering  Committee: 

•  Erick  reported  the  meeting  was  short  due  to  the  facilitation  training. 

It  was  reported  that  the  Cooperative  Agreement  is  under  construction. 
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The  Research  Committee  updated  group  on  their  progress. 

August  8th  is  the  expected  date  of  the  Letter  of  Concurrence. 

The  Membership  Committee  gave  an  update  on  the  upcoming  Diversity  Training  for  Council 

members. 


Background  Information:  What  we've  learned  about  HIV  in  the  Bayview  Hunter's  Point 
Neighborhood. 

•  Eileen  &  Tracey  passed  around  a  report  on  this  subject,  a  copy  of  which  will  be  forwarded  to 
absent  Committee  members. 

•  Tracey  reviewed  the  report  highlighting: 

HIV  incidence  and  prevalence  data  is  based  on  estimates,  AIDS  cases  data  is  based  on 
reported  cases. 

African  Americans  comprise  14%  of  the  AIDS  cases,  but  only  9%  of  the  SF  population. 
The  Bayview  Hunter's  Point  neighborhood  hit  particularly  hard  by  the  epidemic. 
Information  provided  for  background. 


6.    Community  providers:  What's  really  going  on? 

•  Erick  pointed  out  that  the  Committee  is  looking  for  information  regarding  the  Bayview 
Hunter's  Point  neighborhood  that  it  can  take  back  to  the  Council.  He  introduced  Randy 
Campbell  of  the  Institute  for  Community  Health  Outreach  who  stated: 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  community  "apathy  and  paranoia"  regarding  how  people  will  be 

treated  if  their  status  is  widely  known. 

This  is  a  "tough  area"  to  work  and  to  get  people  to  come  forward,  and  that; 

*  There  are  many  more  HIV  positive  people  than  reported  —  there  is  a  great  deal  of 
anecdotal  data  to  support  this. 

*  Many  local  HIV  positive  people  won't  come  in  to  the  Health  Center  for  services. 

*  There  remains  a  stigma  attached  to  HIV/AIDS  in  the  neighborhood. 
In  response  to  Marcel  asking  what  is  needed,  Randy  said: 

More  coordination  between  groups  working  in  neighborhood 
Responding  to  Teresa's  questions  about  past  efforts  at  coordination  Randy  stated: 
Groups  need  to  be  visible  in  the  neighborhood 
Outreach  workers  are  too  often  unsupervised  and  inadequately  trained 

*  ICHO  outreach  workers  are  actively  supervised 

*  Overall  need  to  build  good,  reliable,  communication  between  organizations. 

•  Eileen  asked  about  the  upcoming  Health  Fair.  Randy  indicated  that  ICHO  will  be  there,  but 
does  not  know  which  other  organizations  will  participate.  Marcel  said  that  he  will  be  there, 
and  agreed  that  it  has  been  hard  to  find  out  who  else  will  participate.  Responding  to 
Tracey's  question,  Randy  indicated  that  he  was  unaware  of  any  collaborative  planning. 
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Randy  said  that  local  people  don't  always  believe  information  given  out  by  various 
organizations.   Although  ICHO  workers  are  trained  to  discuss  infection,  drugs,  and  other 
health  issues  in  depth,  others  have  not  been  well  trained  and  have  lost  credibility. 
Responding  to  Erick's  question.  Randy  stated  that  many  people  leave  the  neighborhood  when 
the  are  diagnosed  with  HIV/AIDS 

They  go  primarily  to  either  the  Tenderloin  or  Mission. 

The  neighborhood  is  particularly  difficult  for  gay  people. 

Many  access  services  in  other  areas  while  continuing  to  live  in  Bayview  Hunter's  Point. 
Randy  said  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  day  the  waiting  room  is  usually  full,  that  people  tend 
to  know  each  other,  making  it  difficult  to  access  HIV  services  while  staying  anonymous. 
Randy  stated  that  they  have  Needle  Exchange  two  days  a  week,  which  he  believes  is 
sufficient,  and  that  it  is  coordinated  with  the  Methadone  van. 
Randy  said  that  the  task  of  HIV  prevention  workers  is: 

Being  There, 

Being  Credible, 

Talking  with  People  and 

Setting  it  Done. 
He  stated  that  his  biggest  frustration  is  organizational  "Politics." 

When  Tracey  asked  what  he  would  do  with  an  additional  $50K  in  funding  Randy  said  that 
he'd  look  for  more  people  who  can  do  'real  outreach.   He  pointed  out  that  this  is  a  talent 
and  many  workers  have  too  many  pretenses  to  be  effective  at  outreach;  that  it  takes  a  non- 
judgmental  personality.   He  stated  that  skills  and  education  give  these  people  credibility. 
He  said,  "I  would  focus  on  good,  credible,  outreach." 

Marcel  asked  about  the  new  ELI  data  collection  system.   Randy  stated  that  he  thought  it 
might  make  collecting  data  more  difficult  because  it  requires  so  much  personal  identifying 
information. 

Tracey  said  that  the  Committee  would  contact  Randy  and  Pete  McCoy  regarding  the 
September  meeting.

•  Erick,  Teresa,  and  Rebecca  volunteered  to  serve  as  Task  Force  to  organize;  Tracey  will  help 
coordinate.

Teresa  stated  that  members  need  to  become  more  involved  that  there  is  a  problem  with 

commitment  and  attendance 

*  Kevin  sated  that  this  has  been  a  problem  throughout  HPPC 

Teresa  also  stated  that  since  the  Committee  is  meeting  less,  members  are  disconnected 

*  Erick  suggested  that  sub-committees  could  meet  more  often.  He  also  said  that 
when  they  meet  the  Committee  picks  up  from  where  it  has  left  off,  and  that  there 
is  a  good  deal  of  personal  contact  between  meetings.

Marcel  stated  there  is  a  need  to  "de-mystify"  HPPC  to  the  Community. 
•      Kevin  stated  that  the  Committee  is  doing  "A  great  job,"  and  that  it  is  good  to  see  a  Committee 
working  as  a  group.

•  l^\arce\  Miranda  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  11:03  AM. 

•  Marcel  provided  background  and  orientation  on  Glide  and  on  the  4th  Floor  Health  Care  unit. 

•  He  pointed  out  that  this  meeting  was  one  of  a  series  of  HPPC  meetings  in  the  community; 
including  one  Council  meeting  and  three  Community  Liaison  Committee  meetings.  Reports  of 
the  meetings  will  be  made  to  the  HPPC  and  responses  to  issues  raised  at  each  meeting  will 
be  developed  by  the  committee.  He  noted  that  STOP  AIDS  Project  and  St.  James 
Infirmary  were  also  invited  to  present,  but  were  unable  to  attend  today.

.      Tracey  Packer  reported  that  the  last  Steering  Committee  meeting  was  in  August  and  that 
the  primary  recommendation  was  to  change  to  monthly  Council  Meetings  with  shorter 
agendas. 

5.  Background  Information:  What  we've  learned  about  HIV  in  the  Tenderloin. 
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•  Tracey  provided  an  overview  of  HIV  in  the  TL  excerpted  from  the  2002  SF  HIV  Prevention 
Plan  as  well  as  updates:  "  HIV Prevalence  /  HIV  Incidence"  and  "AIDS  in  Tenderloin 
Neighborhood  Fact  Sheet  I &  II."  (Copies  enclosed  for  absent  Members.) 

^>     She  pointed  out  that  in  the  TL  there  is  a  high  incidence  among  all  risk  groups. 
*=>     Tracey  stated  that  the  numbers  do  not  include  the  'homeless'  population. 
=>     Marcel  asked  that  the  Committee  be  provided  information  by  BRP,  ethnicity  and  age. 
o    Action:  Tracey  will  collect  information  and  report  to  the  Committee  via  e-mail  (see 
below). 
.      Tracey  reported  that  the  Incidence  and  Prevalence  reports  are  based  on  those  tested  in 
SF,  and  so  may  be  under  reported. 

•  She  also  said  that  neighborhood  numbers  are  based  on  residence,  not  where  tested. 

[Update:  Cumulative  AIDS  cases  in  Tenderloin  as  of  9/30/02: 

1.  2437  males,  122  females,  and  97  transgender  (TG)*. 

2.  29%  of  TG  AIDS  were  white,  31%  were  A  A,  24%  were  Latino,  and  16%  were  other. 

3.  41%  of  TG  AIDS  were  MSM,  57%  were  MSM  IDU. 

Living  AIDS  cases  in  Tenderloin  as  of  9/30/02: 

1.  745  males,  54  females,  and  41  TG*. 

2.  Race  and  risk  distribution  among  TG  living  AIDS  cases  is  similar  to  cumulative  T<S  AIDS 
cases. 

*  Transgender  is  collected  only  if  it  is  noted  in  medical  records  and  is  likely  to  be  underestimated.] 

6.    Community  providers:  What's  really  going  on? 

Andre  Robertson  made  a  presentation  on  some  of  the  work  being  done  by  the  Black  Coalition  on 

AIDS,  including:

■=>     African  American  Lesbian  &  Gay  Film  <=>    Case  Management,  and 

Festival  o     Man-2-Man  group 

•  He  reported  that  they  collaborate  with  several  other  community  organizations. 
The  area  served  is:   South  of  Market,  6th  Street  Corridor,  and  the  Tenderloin. 

•  Andre  also  stated  that  they  provide  cash  incentives  for  some  of  their  interventions. 

Nina  Grossman  provided  an  overview  of  the  work  being  done  by  the  SFAF's  HIV  Prevention 
project  (HPP),  including: 

o     12  Needle  Exchange  sites  ^>     Free  clothing  and  food 

throughout  SF  ■=>    Provision  of  Medical  Care  with  Needle 

=>     Needle  Exchange  in  TL  at  Exchange 

Continuum  &  on  6th  Street  Not  limited  to  people  participating 

■*     Outreach  workers  in  the  exchange. 
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^>     Harm  reduction  work  =>     Referrals 

•  She  stated  that  the  program  has  about  80  volunteers,  passed  out  approximately  2  }  million 
syringes  in  2001,  and  that  about  half  their  funding  comes  from  The  City  and  half  from 
various  grants. 

She  also  noted  that  SFAF  includes  the  " Black  Brothers  Esteem" project  providing  support 
groups  and  social  marketing  campaigns;  as  well  as  the  " Black  Leadership  Forum"  which 
sponsors  workshops. 

Paul  Harkin  described  some  of  the  services  provided  by  Tenderloin  AIDS  Resource  Center 

(TARC).   The  services  include: 

o     Drop-In  Center  =0     Needle  Exchange 

o     Interventions  <=>     Mobile  workshops

•  He  pointed  out  that  TARC  collaborates  with  a  number  of  organizations,  including  CAPS. 
He  also  stated  that  they  provide  a  $10  cash  incentive  to  people  taking  the  HIV  test. 

Dredge  Kang  explained  that  Asian  <&  Pacific  Islander  Wellness  Center  (API)  provides  services  to 
four  populations  within  the  Asian  &  Pacific  Island  community,  including:

.      He  stated  that  API  provides  HIV  testing  at "  Divas"  (a  TG  bar  in  the  TL),  the  LGBTG 
Community  Center  on  Market  street,  and  in  massage  parlors. 

Marcel  discussed  the  programs  and  services  available  at  Glide,  including: 

■=>     Counseling  O     Outreach  to  the  marginally  housed  and 

=>     Testing  homeless  in  the  TL,  Castro  and  Mission 

^     Referrals  districts 

■=>     Interventions  <=>     Outreach  to  TGs  and  hustlers  in  and  around 

=>     Outreach  to  sub-populations  Polk  Street. 

=>     Single  session  groups 

•  He  indicated  that  Glide  collaborates  with  a  number  of  other  organizations,  including:  the 
Forensics  AIDS  Project  (FAP),  SWAP  Program  (Sheriff's  Work  program),  and  a  new 
association  with  Tom  Waddell  Clinic  working  with  the  TG  community. 

Questions  for  the  guests: 
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1)  What  do  you  see  as  the  HIV  prevention  issues  in  the  community? 

2)  What  does  your  agency  do  to  address  these  issues? 

3)  What  gaps  do  you  see  and  what  other  services  would  you  like  to  see  available  in  the 
community  to  address  them? 

[Discussion  on  these  three  questions  was  consolidated.] 

.      Andre  stated  that  they  find  that  Positive  men  continue  to  have  unsafe  sex,  and  listed 
contributing  factors,  including: 

o     Sex  workers  ■=>    Co-factors  including  homelessness  (  What  good 

■=>     Trading  sex  for  drugs  is  a  condom  if  you  don't  have  a  place  to  sleep?) 

•  He  stated  that  they  need  the  services  provided  by  a  Health  Van,  which  would  include 
medical  and  dental  care 

He  indicated  that  they  need  to  collaborate  with  other  organizations  to  do  testing  as  they 
need  to  take  the  testing  to  the  population  rather  than  relying  on  them  "coming  in." 

•  Dredge  stated  that  HIV  has  become  a  "wrap  around'"  service.  There  are  insufficient 
services  in  other  areas  of  social  service,  such  as;  Mental  Health,  Housing,  Medical  care. 
■=>     Nina  said  that  HIV  prevention  can  not  be  provided  in  a  vacuum. 

•  She  said  that  providers  need  to  take  their  services  to  where  the  people  are. 

■=>     Neighborhood  Health  on  Wheels  needs  to  get  to  more  populations  and  neighborhoods. 

•  She  stated  that  service  providers  need  to  find  what  the  various  client  populations  need. 
Regarding  how  SFAF  HIV  Prevention  Project  operates,  she  added: 

■=>     They  collaborate  with  other  o     They  have  about  14  MOU's. 

organization  for  provision  of  o     They  provide  multiple  services  at  Needle 

health  care,  including:  Urban  Exchange  sites 

Health,  Josh  Bamberger, 
Continuum  and  TLC. 

•  She  also  stated  that  drug  treatment  facilities  in  SF  are  insufficient  and  that  too  many  of 
them  are  "12  Step"  oriented  rather  than  providing  Harm  Reduction. 

•  Paul  Harkin  stated  that  having  a  storefront  space  in  the  TL  provides  the  opportunity  for 
TARC  to  offer  testing  and  other  services;  that  being  in  the  center  of  the  community 
establishes  trust. 

He  stated  that  the  Neighborhood  Health  on  Wheels  Van  should  be  out  at  night,  and  would 

be  particularly  useful  for  the  Sex  Workers  in  the  TL 

Andre  stated  that  they  use  Diabetes,  Hypertension  and  other  tests  to  establish  trust. 

Rebecca  Rodriquez  asked  how  many  services  are  offered  for  youth. 

■=>     Dredge  stated  they  have  2  Youth  ■=>     Nina  said  that  their  program  is  anonymous 

programs.  and  so  they  do  not  know  ages  of  clients. 

■=>     Andre  said  that  because  of  funding  ■=>     Paul  said  that  they  do  not  offer  any  youth 

cuts  they  no  longer  have  such  specific  services. 

programs. 

•  Gwen  Smith  asked  what  medical  services  are  needed.   Specifics  were  offered,  including: 

=>     Abscess  care  o     Hepatitis  A&B  testing  and  vaccination 

■=>  Showers  o     Nurse  practitioner  support 
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Paul  stated  that  services  needn't  be  provided  by  a  wan,  it  could  be  a  storefront,  but  the  key 

point  is  to  be  open  and  available  to  provide  these  services  at  night. 

*=>     Rebecca  added  that  either  van  or  storefront  needs  to  be  consistent  to  develop  trust 

and  rapport  in  the  community. 
O     Nina  stated  that  a  storefront  is  better  as  it  can  accommodate  waiting;  whereas  people 

won't  wait  at  a  van. 
<=>     Erick  said  that  the  van  has  a  regular  schedule,  which  was  published  on  a  palm-sized  card; 

but  that  those  cards  are  not  available  enough. 

•  Rebecca  asked  which  languages,  other  than  English,  are  offered  by  service  providers. 
O     Nina  said  Spanish 

■=>     Paul  indicated  that  they  have  services  in  Spanish  and  French 

=>     Dredge  stated  that  they  have  services  in  nine  languages  and  that  one  of  the  services 

they  provide  is  accompanying  non-English  speaking  clients  to  doctors'  appointments. 
Andre  stated  that  work  in  the  community  should  lead  to  good  research  because  they  find 
that  people  are  willing  to  provide  whatever  information  is  asked  for. 
■=>     Dredge  stated  that  this  is  not  the  case  in  his  client  population. 
<=>     Paul  indicated  that  clients  who  wish  to  remain  anonymous  often  provide  fake  names. 
■=>     Nina  said  that  Needle  Exchange  does  not  participate  in  ELI  as  it  is  anonymous. 
^>     Tracey  encouraged  people  to  forward  comments  regarding  ELI  to  the  HIV  Prevention 

Section  of  DPH. 

4)    What  role  do  you  see  for  the  HPPC  and  DPH  as  your  community  partners? 

•  Andre  suggested  that  it  would  be  helpful  if  HPPC  spent  more  time  communicating  directly 
with  community  members  and  if  Council  members  visited  program  sites. 

Dredge  suggested  change  to  the  policies  regarding  contracting,  including  providing  technical 
assistance  on  collaboration. 

•  He  also  indicated  that  there  should  be  specific  objectives  encouraging  community 
organizations  to  collaborate. 

=>     He  noted  that  it  is  difficult  to  dedicate  staff  time  to  collaboration.   The  tendency  is  to 

work  with  organizations  you  have  worked  with  before. 
■=>     Tracey  asked  if  CBO's  know  what  services  the  other  organizations  are  offering. 

She  asked  if  DPH  could  serve  as  a  "Clearinghouse"  for  this  information. 

She  also  mentioned  that  a  referral  list  is  currently  being  produced  by  the  AIDS 

Office  that  will  list  all  HIV  Prevention  Resources.  There  will  be  an  explanation  of 

services  provided  by  each  agency. 


Summary  and  Next  Steps: 

.       Dredge  stated  that  it  would  be  helpful  to  have  population  specific  forums,  allowing 
providers  to  discuss  trends  and  appropriate  responses. 
=0     Tracey  said  that  the  TA?PA  Committee  of  HPPC  is  proposing  forums 
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<=>     Marcel  reminded  the  attendees  that  HPPC  and  all  Committees  are  open  to  the  public  and 

encouraged  people  to  participate. 
Marcel  asked  what  other  issues  service  providers  are  facing. 

o    In  way  of  example  he  stated  that  Glide  got  52%  of  the  funding  they  asked  for. 
■=>     Andre  stated  that  funding  shortfalls  force  providers  to  collaborate. 
Paul  asked  about  the  relationship  between  Crack  and  HIV. 

■=>    It  was  not  known  when  the  last  study  on  this  subject  was  conducted  (if  any). 
o     Gwen  stated  that  Crack  not  meth-amphetamine  (Speed)  is  the  big  problem  in  the 

Bayview  Hunter's  Point  neighborhood. 

She  added  that  when  on  Crack  users  do  crazy,  unsafe  things,  which  even  long 
addicted  Speed  or  Heroin  users  would  not  do. 
She  also  noted  a  trend  —  methadone  users  are  smoking  Crack. 
o    Michele  Thorsen  added  that  they  have  noted  that  people  are  starting  to  inject  Crack, 
o     Tracey  suggested  that  the  Committee  hold  a  meeting  specifically  on  Crack  and  HIV. 
■=>     Marcel  stated  that  Crack  has  become  an  enormous  problem  in  the  TL  that  should 

receive  special,  specific,  attention. 
o     Eileen  stated  that  people  can  and  often  do  practice  safe  sex  with  IV  drugs,  but  crack 

use  in  relation  to  unsafe  practices  is  increasing. 
Marcel  stated  that  the  Committee  needs  to  get  the  crack  message  to  the  Council 
■=>     Rebecca  said  that  crack  is  not  brought  up  enough  at  HPPC. 
■=>     Dara  noted  that  Paul  and  Eileen  have  both  brought  it  up. 
■=>    Gwen  suggested  putting  discussion  about  crack  use  on  the  Parking  Lot  listing. 

•  bara  asked  if  the  question  is: 

How  does  crack  impact  the  sex  act,  or 
How  do  we  deal  with  the  rise  in  crack  use? 
■=>     The  group  agreed  that  both  are  valid  questions. 

•  Tracey  said  that  professional  staff  would  try  to  find  data  from  CSA5  and  report  back  to 
the  Committee. 

Dredge  suggested  that  in  the  future  all  funded  organizations  be  sent  copies  of  Council 
agendas.

.      Tracey  asked  what  the  Committee  wants  to  follow-up  on  the  Bayview  Hunter's  Point  (BVHP) 
and  Tenderloin  (TL)  Community  Meetings? 

She  noted  that  the  Process  Evaluation  team  suggested  writing  a  report, 
o     Erick  stated  that  the  notes  from  those  meetings  could  for  the  basis  of  a  written 
report.   He  also  said: 

The  report  should  ser\ie  to  educate  the  Council  about  funding  issues;  what  is  and 
isn't  being  funded. 
o     Eric  also  said  that  a  written  report  should  address  the  question:  Why  has  the  epidemic 
crested  in  some  communities,  but  not  in  others? 

Tracey  noted  that  SCANS  were  currently  in  process  in  both  of  these  communities. 
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Erick  added  that  the  Committee  needs  to  look  at  the  history  in  these  and  other 
communities,  and  try  to  determine  what  the  differences  are. 
He  noted  that  it  isn't  known  why  this  is  happening  in  the  AA  community.

Vaccines,  Vaxgen,  &  Beyond  is  sponsored  by  the  SFDPH  Research 
Section,  Glide,  and  the  Black  Collective. 

•  Marcel  announced  that  April  is  STD  awareness  month  in  San  Francisco. 
A  variety  of  activities  are  planned  including  STD  screening  events  @  bars 
and  clubs.  Also,  for  the  second  year  in  a  row,  we  will  be  having  a  "Spring 
Cleaning"  STD  awareness  campaign  that  entitles  individuals  to  test  for 
syphilis  during  the  campaign  to  receive  discounts  on  merchandise  from 
participating  merchants.  The  NHOWvan  has  extended  hours  and 
locations  for  this  campaign.  The  group  was  encouraged  to  contact  NHOW 
if  they  have  time  available  to  work  a  shift  during  the  "Spring  Cleaning" 
campaign. 

•  Rev.  Will  announced  that  Saturday  4/19  there  will  be  a  Pow-Wow  at  Mills 
College.  It  will  be  a  great  opportunity  for  people  to  come  together  to  talk, 
eat,  exchange  ideas,  listen  to  music,  and  celebrate. 

2.  Public  Comment:  None 

3.  Approval  of  Minutes:  The  minutes  were  approved  with  a  correction  being 
made  about  the  meeting  time.  The  group  had  not  finalized  the  meeting  time  at 
the  last  meeting.

It  was  sent  back  to  the  Plan  Research  Committee 
for  refinement  and  will  be  presented  at  the  April  24th  Steering. 

•  The  Membership  committee  is  still  working  out  the  details  for  the  diversity 
training.  The  training  will  be  held  on  a  scheduled  Council  meeting  day.  It 
was  announced  that  attendance  is  mandatory  at  this  training. 

5.  Follow-up  3/20  HPPC  meeting:  The  group  discussed  the  evaluation  results 
from  the  3/20  Youth  focused  HPPC  meeting.

4.  Report  from  Steering  Committee 

•  There  was  no  June  Steering  Committee  meeting;  therfore  an  update 
wasn't  necessary 

5.  Plan  SCAN  Results  Presentation  in  Bayview  and  Tenderloin 

•  Dara  reported  that  the  Bayview  SCAN  had  around  50  participants  from 
20  organizations;  the  agencies  included  substance  abuse  services, 
youth  organizations,  and  community  development  services.  The 
quantitative  component  focused  on  provider  information,  and  Units  of 
Service  (UOS)  information.  The  qualitative  component  was  gathered 
during  focus  groups  and  interviews.  There  were  6  focus  groups  which 
were  comprised  of,  (2)  Transgender  groups,  (2)  Women  groups,  and 
(2)  Men  groups  The  SCAN  also  included  one  on  one  interviews  with 
community  faith  leaders.  Dara  described  it  as  being  like  "a  community 
organizing  project"  because  it  was  included  in  the  regular  Provider's 
meeting  held  at  Southeast  Health  Center. 


•  The  Tenderloin  SCAN,  in  contrast,  had  a  stronger  emphasis  on  the 
quantitative  component.  The  community  forum  will  be  of  more  interest 
to  providers,  HPPC  members,  and  DPH.  The  information  gathered 
would  not  be  relevant  to  community  members  because  it  focuses  on 
Units  of  Service  (UOS) 

•  Dara  said  that  sometime  after  September  1  there  should  be  some 
preliminary  information  available  for  presentation,  with  the  final  reports 
ready  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  committee  agreed  with  Dara  that  an 
outcome  of  the  Bayview  SCAN  would  be  to  organize  a  Community 
Advisory  Group  to  follow-up  on  the  findings. 

•  The  committee  had  a  discussion  of  HIV  in  the  Bayview;  Andre  said  that 
people  in  that  neighborhood  want  more  HIV  information  and  services 
located  in  their  community  but  they  want  it  to  be  a  component  of  a 
larger  picture  of  health  along  with  food,  employment,  and  medical 
services.  They  would  like  an  integration  of  services. 

•  Marcel  suggested  scheduling  a  meeting  in  the  Bayview  in  September 
and  in  the  Tenderloin  in  October  to  present  the  results  of  the  SCAN 
surveys  to  the  public.   Eileen  said  that  she  will  talk  to  Gwen  Smith  to 
get  some  ideas  from  her  on  when  would  be  a  good  time  to  schedule 
the  presentation.  The  committee  agreed  that  the  Community  forum 
should  be  scheduled  in  the  later  afternoon  to  accommodate 
Community  members  schedules.

3.  Approve  July  17,  2003  Minutes 

•  There  were  not  enough  members  present  to  approve  the  minutes.  This 
item  will  be  revisited  at  the  next  meeting. 

4.  Report  from  Steering  Committee 

•  There  was  a  debriefing  on  the  Cross  Cultural  Communication  training. 
This  item  was  followed  up  at  the  8/14  Council  meeting..  In  summary,  it 
was  indicated  that  the  response  was  very  positive.  One  of.  the 
observations  of  the  training  was  that  meeting  facilitators  need  to 
proactively  encourage  quiet  members  to  participate  in  discussions. 

•  Steven  Tierney  talked  about  the  changes  happening  at  the  CDC  and  how 
HPPC  can  be  a  unit  of  change  while  at  the  same  time  still  doing  the  work 
required  of  it:  Steven  talked  about  the  San  Francisco  Leadership  Initiative. 
Eileen  noted  the  SF  Leadership  Initiative  was  discussed  at  the  8/14 
Council  meeting.  She  added  that  this  is  a  politically  motivated  statement 
asserting  that  SF  knows  it  is  different  from  other  regions  of  the  country, 
and  that  while  working  within  CDC  guidance  SF  will  also  address  local 


needs  and  concerns.  A  San  Francisco  Leadership  Initiative  working  group 
will  be  formed.

•  Dara  announced  that  there  will  be  a  short  15  minute  presentation 
made  at  the  September  1 1  HPPC  meeting  on  the  results  of  the  SCAN 
surveys.  The  members  of  CLC  questioned  whether  15  minutes  would 
be  sufficient  time  to  fully  discuss  the  results;  they  suggested  having  a 
follow-up  discussion  on  the  SCAN  results  at  one  of  the  fall  HPPC 
meetings.   Dara  liked  to  idea  of  the  follow  up  discussion,  however  she 
felt  that  it  would  be  difficult  making  room  on  the  agenda  to  do  it.  She 
was  going  to  discuss  this  item  at  the  Co-Chairs  meeting  at  3:00pm. 

•  Dara  discussed  some  very  preliminary  data  from  the  surveys.   In 
Bayview  there  are  no  service  providers  funded  for  HIV  prevention  and 
none  of  the  agencies  work  solely  to  educate  people  on  HIV.  People  in 
that  neighborhood  would  like  education  on  prevention.
